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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Terita. 

Terita discloses a contact 20 comprising: a compliant section 29 defining a 
longitudinal axis, a plurality of slots (not numbered), and at least one rib 22, and 
comprising a pair of beams 24 surrounding the slots and the at least one rib, the slots 
extending along the axis, the at least one rib being located between two adjacent slots; 
and a first section 21 joined to the compliant section; wherein each of said beams is a 
longitudinal extended piece having two opposed ends connecting to said rib. As to claim 

2, the contact furthers comprising a second section 30, the compliant section 
connecting the second section and the first section. As to claim 3, wherein the compliant 
section comprises a pair of slots and a rib, the slots being symmetric about the rib. As to 
claim 4, wherein the rib extends along the axis. Regarding claims 5 and 6, Terita in 
figures 5-8 also show that the thickness of rib 22 is greater than a thickness of each of 
the beams 24, and each of the beams has a convex outer surface. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Terita.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 9-1 0 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 8/16/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Regarding applicant's arguments thatTerita discloses wings 24 is discrete 
from the web 22 at two opposed ends 27. However, it is submitted that these wings 24 
or beams are not discrete from the web 22 but are integral with the web at the lower 
portions (see figure 7). Also, regarding applicant's argument that a dimension of the 
web 22 along said thickness is smaller than that of the curved wings 24 along the 
thickness direction (Fig. 8). It is noted that figure 8 shows there are two possible 
thickness directions which are perpendicular to the longitudinal direction; it is submitted 
that the thickness of the web 22 in^of said thickness direction is clearly larger than that 
of a arc-like beam section 24.
